Woman Shot Three Times

Mrs. Mabel Marie Young, 22- 
year-old beauty shop employe of 
East St. Louis, was-shot and killed 
at 10:50 a. m. today by her 
estranged husband, Forest Young, 
37, a railroad switchman. 
Mrs. Young, who used her maiden 
name of Cooper, was shot in the 
shop where she was employed, on 
the second floor of the Josephine 
Building, 301 Collinsville avenue, 
East St. Louis. 
Young, who surrendered after the 
shooting, said: “She was unfaith- 
ful. It was the only way out that 


apparently had “done the wrong 
thing.” Police said he muttered 
something about money in_ his 
pocket and clothing he wanted sent 
to a relative, indicating he had in- 
tended to kil] himself. 
Dr. Lafayette Green, physician 
whose office adjoins the beauty 
shop, said he heard a shot followed 
by a woman's scream and ran into 
the hall. Finding the door to the 


telephoned police. Three more shots 
sounded while he was at the tele- 


phone, — 
Young, the physician said, came 
into the studio waving 4 revolver 


photographer, E, F. -Brockmeyer, 
and a woman: as retreated 
into a back room, Young sat down 
on a chair.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Chair- 


man Fietcher said today the Sen- 


ate Banking Committee’s investi- 
gation of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nante Corporation would be extend- 
ed to cover complaints that some 
companies in which RFC Chairman 
Jesse H. Jones has a direct or indi- 
tect interest have been large bene- 
ficiaries of loans. 

“There have been some com- 
plaints along this line,” Fietcher 
told newspaper men. He added 
some of the charges, contained in 
letters written members of the 
committee, had come from lawyers. 

“We don’t intend to take up any 
fight for the lawyers,” he said, “but 
we are going to investigate the 
complaints along with others.” 

The committee, composed of the 
same Senators who make up the 
stock market investigating group, 
has asked the corporation for rec- 
ords of all loans t6 mortgage com- 
panies and to some banks and rail- 
roads. 

About a Texas Loan. 

The committee, in its recent ex- 
‘amination of Jones, was said by one 
of its members to have asked him 
about a loan*the RFC made to the 
Midland Mortgage Co. of Texas, and 
whether he was interested in it. 

The Reconstruction agency chair- 
man, it was said, informed the com- 
mittee this company was operated 
by his brother and that he had no 
connection with it personally. 

Jones, a Houston financier, was 
questioned at a long executive ses- 
sion of the committee late last 
week and was said by Chairman 
Fletcher of the committee to’ have 
welcomed the inquiry. 

Fletcher said at the time that 
Jones was asked generally about 
charges of abuse of the privilege 
accotded banks of forming mort- 
gage companies to obtain loans 
and thereby escape publicity.

The corporation has been re- 
quested to supply details on the

John Richards, night watchman 
in the plant, had just passed 
through the mailing room when the 
bomb let loose. He escaped injury, 
but suffered from shock. The

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RECOMMENDS RAZING 
OF OLD WATER TOWER 


Commissioner Would Wreck E, 
Grand Bl. Landmark to 
Save Cost of Repairs. 


Water Commissioner Daily today 
recommended that the city tear 
down the 63-year-old Water Tower 
at East Grand boulevard and Twen- 
tieth street, to save an expenditure 
of $1050 for repairs and painting 
which will soon be necessary if it 
remains. 

Director of Public Utilities Wall, 
to whom the recommendation was 
made, thinks also that the tower 


the city is not warranted in spend- 
ing more money on it. 

What the surrounding Water 
Tower business and residential dis- 
‘trict will think about losing its his- 
toric landmark remains to be seen. 
The district has another water tow- 
er a few blocks away, at Blair ave- 
nue and Bissell street, but the white 
Corinthian pillar in the center of 
the traffic circle on East Grand is 
“the Water Tower” to the district 
and to the rest of the city. If the 
older and better known tower goes 
down, the square red one on Blair 
avenue will probably follow it, as 
neither is now used for the storage 
of water. 


Lehman’s Battie Cry. 


“Who put the lights on the 
water tower?” has been a political 
war cry in North St. Louis for 
neatly 40 years. The original re- 
ply to the « .estion was “Yulius 
Lehmann did,” he being the repre- 
senative of a North Side ward in 
the old Hopse of Delegates. In re- 
cent years, it has been the North 
St. Louis Business Men’s Associa- 
tion which has kept three beacons, 
each of 8,000,000 candlepower, on 
top of the 150-foot pillar. Two of 
the beacons are stationary and one 
revolves. 

“Perhaps the beacons are needed 
to keep airplanes from hitting the 
tower,” Water Commissioner Daily 
remarked. “If we take the tower 
down, they will’'not be needed.” 


Not Used Since 1912. 


Thg Water Tower and its com- 
panioh shaft at Blair and Bissell, 
have not been used by the Water 
Department since 1912. Present 
pumping machinery renders them 
unnecessary, though the standpipe 
at Compton Hill Reservoir is still 
used for maintaining pressure in 
the South Side. The standpipe of 
5-feet diameter, inside the East 
Grand Tower, is not now in service- 
able condition. The Tower was 
bpilt in 1870, at a cost of $45,000, 
while the more modern tower on 
Blair avenue, built in 1884, cost 
$80,000. 

A bank, a Baptist Church and a 
bowling alley have taken the name 
of Water Tower. If the tower dis- 
appears the name will be one more 
historic relic to be explained to fu- 
ture generations, as the names of 
Natural Bridge avenue and 
Mound street now are.

NRA BE PLEDGED 
TO FREE PRESS 


Society Wants Specific 


ernment on. Record .in 
Code.

CHICAGO, Nov, 13.—The _ direc- 
tors of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors at their regu- 
lar fall meeting yesterday adopted 
a resolution urging that the news- 
paper code contain a statement on 
behalf of the Government that ac- 
ceptance of the code is not to be 
construed as “waiving, abrogating 
or modifying” the rights of free 
speech and a free press. 

The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, the National Recovery 
Act and its enforcement present 
possibilities of direct or indirect re- 
strictions on the freedom of the 
press, and ‘ 

‘Whereas, it is beyond all ques- 
tion that the freedom of the press 
was guaranteed in the first amend- 
ment to the Constitution not to 
confer a special] and peculiar privi- 
lege upon the press but in order to 
protect the fundamental rights and 
essential liberties of a free people; 
and 

“Whereas, there is an effort to cre- 
ate an opinion that special immuni- 
ties and privileges are being sought 
for newspaper publishing as a busi- 
ness under the guise of defending 
the liberty of the press, making a 
specific statement of the position 
of the society desirable. 

“Now, therefore be it resolved, 
That the board of directors of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors considers it a matter of the 
utmost importance to the Ameri- 
can people as well as to the press 
that the newspaper code now being 
formulated under the provisions of 
the Recovery Act shall contain a 
specific statement on behalf of the 
Government as one of the contract- 
ing parties that the acceptance of 
@ newspaper code is not intended 
to, and shall not he construed as 
waiving, abrogating or modifying 
the rights of free speech and the 
freedom of the press as these are 
guaranteed under the Constitutions 
of the United States and the sev- 
eral states.” 


Protest Against Barring Magazine 
From Government Stands.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—De- 
claring that censorship of the press 
must not be permitted as alleged 
to have been attempted in barring 
the Washington Spectator and 
Mirror from Government snews- 
stands, Senator Duncan U. Fletch- 
er, Democrat, of Florida said last 
night:

Johnson left his estate to his 
daughter, Emily, when he died in 
1918... The will provided that on 
her death the estate should pass on 
to “the issue of her body.” The 
daughter died in 1928, and heirs 
filed suit for division of the estate 
two years later. 

Fink, a rancher, said the attor- 
ney’s daughter went to Colorado in 
1906, and left him there at the age 
of 10 days in the hands of Fred C. 
Fink, who reared him. Counsel for 
the claimant established Fink’s 
claim through depositions of the at- 
tending physician at his birth and 
the testimony of neighbors.

Excavators of “Cave City” in 
Crimea Recover 100 Skulls 
and Other Objects. 


By the Associated Press. : 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 13. — A 
joint American and. Russian arch- 
eological expedition has unearthed 
about 3500 objects near Sebastopol 
in the Crimea on the sight of what 
is believed to have been the ancient 
city of Duros, capital of the Goths. 

Announcement of the discovereies 
was made yesterday by Horace H. 
¥. Jayne, director of the University 
of Pénnsylvania Museum, which is 
co-operating with the Academy for 
the History of Material Culture, 
Leningrad. 

The expedition has excavated 60 
burials in catacombs, mounds and 
stone cists, finding, among other 
things, 100 skulls, prized for an- 
thropological study. All of the ma- 
terial was unearthed at Esske-Ker- 
men, one of the so-called “cave 
cities” in Crimea. Many of the ob- 
jects ranging in age from 1500 to 
nearly 3500 years, are of excellent 
design. They include jewelry, pot- 
tery, coins and architectural frag- 
ments. 

Of most interest to the explorers, 
however, are coins and a silver 
plaque which bear inscriptions as 
yet undeciphered. 


ROOSEVELT ON NEED 
FOR SOCIAL SERVICE 


Distressed Families Require 
More Than Merely to be 
Kept Alive, He Says.

“Our distressed families need a 
good deal more than the’ things 
that merely keep them alive,” wrote 
Mr. Roosevelt in indorsing the com- 
mittee’s work.

employed heads of families need 
the kind of social service which will 
maintain them in proper condition 
to fill jobs when jobs are opened 
for them. Only thus can the ad- 
ministration’s recovery program 
have its proper cumulative effect. 
For recovery does not mean eicis 
some of the people. 

“If economic and social recovery 
do not go hand in hand, we will not 
be able to say truthfully that we 
have recovery. Yet by itself the 
Government—Federal, state and 
municipal—cannot encompass re- 
covery in the social field. The job 
is one which can only be handled 
by a partnership between govern- 
ment on the one hand and public 
generosity on thp other.” 


JAPAN GREATING ARMED BASE 
IN MANCHUKUO, SOVIET SAYS 


Communist Manifesto Warns 
Against Any Attempt of Aggres- 
sion in the Far East.

MOSCOW, Nov, 13.—Japanese im- 
perialists are charged with creat- 
ing an armed base in Manchukuo 
in a manifesto issued by the Far 
Eastern section of the Communist 
party. 

Stating that Russia is prepared 
to act quickly in the event of Japa- 
nese attempts of aggression in the 
Far East, the manifesto said: 
“Our air fleet . is prepared 
to deal decisive blows at enemy cen- 
ters of population. With such 
an array of terrible armament, the 
Soviet Union would readily kill any 
desire to compete against our pro- 
gram of peaceful labor.” 

Issued Nov. 1.—Two days before 
Russia protested to Tokio against 
the alleged flight of Japanese army 
planes over Scviet territory — the 
mdnifesto emphasized Russia’s de- 
sire for peace. But, it added, Ja- 
pan will lay itself open to “immea- 
surable catastrophe” if her impe- 
rialists put their policies into ef-

The tariff announcement did 
not discuss policy.

Japan and Germany; watches and 
watch movements from Switzer- 
land. A large amount of smug- 
gling was alleged. 

Administration’s Attitude. 

Oscar B. Ryder, chief of the im- 
ports division, noted that support- 
ing information in several of these 
six cases was not complete. But 
tariff men have complained that 
Ryder has established forms for the 
petitions so intricate that only ex- 
perts could fili them out. 

When this condition was called 
to the attention of Administrator 
Johnson, he said: “It will have to 
be correctecx” But official opinion 
generally has been that the Roose- 
velt administration would not build 
up the country custom’s barriers ex- 
cept in cases where it was clearly 
shown a domestic industry could 
not pay NRA wage levels and sur- 
vive. 

Regardless of this, however,. in 
the early days of NRA predictions 
were made in business quarters 
that applications for protection 
would be numerous. The adminis- 
tration delayed a long time in cre- 
ating machinery for receiving them 
and then established a procedure 
designed to weed out all but the 
most deserving cases. 

Methéd of Procedure. 
Ryder’s division must first inves- 
tigate and report to the President. 
If he thinks the case warrants at- 
tention he sends it to the Tariff 
Commission. When it reports, the 
President is free to dismiss the ap- 
plication, increase the tariff, license 
importers and impose quotas on 
them or embargo the foreign prod- 
uct.

The plan calls for 1332 three-room 
flats and 510 four-room flats, a 
total of 1842 family units, to ac- 
commodate 7042 persons, in 68 
acres, or 120 persons to the acre. 
He figures that the dwellings could 
be rented for $5.69 per room per 
month, but suggests a rate of $7. 
Rush says either the city or the 
Federal Government could estab- 
lish and operate the enterprise. He 
has not consulted authorities on his 
plan, but has made estimates of 
cost. The land, he thinks, could be 
acquired for $1,201,280, and the 
buildings would cust, he estimates, 
$2,457,405, a total of $3,725,337. Rush 
would have the city or Government 


cent of this cost, or $1,490,134. He 
believes a 6 per cent dividend could 
be paid on the equity. The balance 
of the cost he would have obtained 
through a loan of Federal public 
works funds. 

Would Put Tracks in Tunnel. 
The railroad tracks now on the 
levee at grade and on an elevated 
structure would be disposed of by 
Rush in tunnels. He would put the 
present surface tracks under First 
street and the present elevated 
tracks under Second street. The 
earth from the tunnel excavations 


‘would be used to level off the site 


in a succession of five terraces 
from the river up to Third street, 
in place of the present steep slope. 
Cost of the tunnels, grading, re- 
paving strects, planting trees and 
other improvements is placed by 
Rush at $750,000, after allowing for 
salvage of the steel in the elevated 
line.

I would 
like to assure our friends, who have sym- 
pathy for our cause, that our hands are 
clean of such action.

We have been subjected in the last 
few days to harsh treatment by the po- 
lice and detectives. We do not blame 
them. They are administering their duty. 
But we would like to advise the author- 
ities that the only people interested in 
prolonging the strike are not the strik- 
ers, or the leaders of the strike, nor the 
manufacturers, but elements who are 
prospering in time of strife—private de- 
tective agencies, hired stool pigeons, 
snoopers, etc. 

I do not think that I have to advise 
the police authorities where to look for 


them. How about getting them? I 

pledge, on behalf of the strikers, to 

carry out the spirit of your editorial in

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THE CHICAGO BLUES. 

Chicago has a case of nerves. The papers up there 
are jumpy. Recovery, as they see it, is fading trom 
the horizon. “The Tribune’s plight is terrible. When- 
ever it looks at Washington, it sees Moscow. The Daily 
News has its emotions under tighter rein. It thinks 
the Roosevelt administration has done some admira- 
ble things. It feels, however, that the administra- 
tion attempted too much when it undertook to put 
all business under a code. That error should be cor- 
rected, it urges, or it may prove fatal. Already it 
notes that first enthusiasm which greeted the re- 
covery program: has cooled. The administration's im- 
mediate task now, it believes, is to recapture public 
confidence. 

Mr. Hearst’s Chicago paper, the Herald-Examiner, 
is also unhappy, though from another angle, as shown 
in an editorial reprinted elsewhere on this page. Too 
much “Radicalism in the NRA.” The President has 
chosen some undesirables as assistants. Get ‘rid of 
the “impractical theorists” and “business baiters,” is 
that journal’s advice, and it would be well, too, to 
forget all about Utopia, it counsels, until we are back 
on our economic feet. 

It is probably true that Mr. Roosevelt has here 
and there “picked a lemon.” It were marvelous if he 
hadn’t. This much is certain: Some of the persons 
Mr. Roosevelt has selected for high trust and respon- 
sibility would never have been remotely considered 
by his recent predecessors. Secretary Ickes of the 
Interior Department, for one example. Secretary of 
Labor Perkins for another. 

But perhaps Mr. Hearst is not thinking. about the 
Cabinet officers. Just whom has he in mind? 
are the “impractical theorists’? Who the “business 
baiters’? And where and when have they been doing 
their stuff? We are told “the leaders of the tobacco 
industry, who pay $400,000,000 in taxes, found vague 
hostility toward them within the Government ser- 
vice.” What did this “vague hostility” amount to, 
and who were the vague hostiles? If the condition 
complained of is serious enough to jeopardize the re- 
covery program, serious enough to give business the 
impression that the administration is unfriendiy— 
and that, we submit, must be the implication—then, 
it seems to us, Mr. Hearst should, for once in his 
journalistic career, cast aside all delicacy, steel him- 
self to the unpleasant task of speaking right out, and 
state the facts and call the names. Really, one can’t 
be squeamish when the stake is the country’s eco 
nomic life or death. 

Meantime, it may be said, we believe, regardless of 
the information Mr. Hearst cryptically conceals, that 
the men chosen for key positions in the recovery 
program have, on the whole, acquitted themselves 
well, and deservedly command the public’s confi- 
dence. That does not mean that they have been 
Aristotles and Bayards or Nietzschean supermen, but 
that they have heen energetic, sincere public servauts, 
occasionally talking too much, perhaps, and now and 
then flying off the handle, but all the time working 
tooth and nail for us all. 

As for the Utopian complex at Washington that 
miffs Mr. Hearst, we doubt that the country as a 
whole has been irritated by it, or even been conscious 
of it. The general notion, we believe, has been, and 
is, that the Government at Washington has not been 
thinking about getting to Utopia, but has been slav- 
ing and sweating to get us out of limbo. 

Of course, the administration has made mistakes. 
Of course, too, it will continue to make them. And 
it is surely the privilege of a newspaper, or an indi- 
vidual, to point cut such mistakes. But it shceuld 
be done candidly, in our opinion. It should be done 
in statements of fact. A soliloquy in melancholy ob- 
scurantism is certainly not the milieu for this oc- 
casion. 

Finally, Chicago. Why is she weeping? If there 
is a town in the country thac has profited handsome- 
ly from the Roosevelt administration’s recovepy pro- 
gram, that town is Chicago. She has been booming. 
All roads have led to her gates. Thither the young 
and old, the grave and gay, have flocked in millions, 
bringing with them a treasure to ransom all the 
ings, from Tut to Adolf, which they have tendered 
to Chicago. Their votive offering has been reward- 
ed. The country can honestly say to Chicago that 
“we've thoroughly enjoyed the visit,” and Chicago 
can reply from the depths of her heart, “So glad you 


could come.” 
Truly, Chicago and her papers ought to rejoice and 


be exceeding jolly. 
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HONORS FOR SENATOR NORRIS. 

History is filled with th@#ecords of valiant men 
who battled long for unpopular causes only to go 
down fighting before their causes triumphed and 
people arose to acclaim them as benefactors. Senator 
Norris is more fortunate, perhaps because he has 
fought harder than most of his predecessors in the 
unending strife. The other day the Tennessee Valley 
Authority announced that the $34,000,000 power dam 
on Clinch River and the nearby town would be named 
in his honor. Now, we learn, the grizzled Nebraskan 
will be awarded the Cardinal Newman medal for 
1933 when it is bestowed at the University of Illinois 
this week. The citation says in part: 

He has exemplified a new type of statesman- 
ship for which our time is ripe, the statesman- 
ship that rises above party labels and shibbo- 
leths, and above the blind following of political 
bosses and has the character and courage to fight 
for principles conducive to the public good, 
regardless of their political origin or complexion.

The country doesn’t know him so well, but Mc- 
Allister Coleman is one with Norman Thomas when 
it comes to running for office on the Socialist ticket. 
Jovial William Howard Taft had another year’s 
lodging in the White House coming when Comrade 
Coleman first offered himself as a candidate. What 
the office was we do not know, and we doubt whether 
he could tejl without looking at the record. Suffice 
it to say that, since 1911, Mr. Coleman has run for 
State Senator, Alderman, Manhattan Borough presi- 
dent—in fact, so he says, for every elective office in 
New York, except Sheriff. Last week he ran again. 
Indeed, he ran twice, once for Borough Councilman 
in Fairlawn, N. J., and for member of the State As- 
sembly. He lost both times, but the day was not 
without its victory. Brother Coleman is now Justice 
of the Peace. He did not stand for the judiciary, but 
enough friends wrote in his name to elevate him to 
the local bench. While the problem of raising the re- 
quired $25 bond is yet unsolved, the Judge-elect ap 
parently intends to serve, for he has announced that 
he will hold court in his house and that he will “put 
on the screws.” Mr. Justice Coleman sounds like the 
very man to inject new life into an office which has 
been sadly slipping of late years. At amy rate, the 
judiciary has an addition who, we dare say, won't be 
bound by dusty legalisms and ossified technicalities. 
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MODERN OR ARCHAIC TRANSIT? 


Now that Receiver Kiel of the Public Service Co., |" 


has acquired control over the busses of the com: 
peting People’s Motor Bus Co., the public has a 
right to expect an improvement in service. Co- 
ordination should increase the convenience of the 
service, but what the people want more than any- 
thing else is faster service. 

The city has done much to help bring this about. 
Its new wide boulevards—Market street and Delmar 
—are ideal as avenues over which to operate ex- 
press busses into the heart of the downtown dis- 
trict. Intelligent planning of new bus lines to run 
over these boulevards would be welcomed by the 
people. 

What is done now will help to determine the future 
of mass transportation in St. Louis, and thus will 
have a direct bearing on the welfare of the whole 
city. The opportunity is here for an extensive trial 
of modern bus transportation under very favorable 
auspices. 

The city’s transit problem has not been solved. 
With the return of better times, it will become more 
pressing and will have to be met. It will be much 
more than merely a matter of the routing of busses 
and street cars. The questions of policy and type 
of service will have to be decided, and upon the de- 
cision will depend whether St. Louis will have a mod- 
ern or archaic transit system. 
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A MESSAGE FOR CALHOUNR. 

There is perturbation up in Calhoun County. Taxes 
aren't coming in as in years gone by, and someone 
has suggested that Illinois’ only county without a 
railroad be divided among its neighbors to reduce 
costs of local government. Indignant at the thought, 
loyal dwellers in those rugged hills, from Belleview, 
Hamburg and Gilead on down Ol’ Man River to 
Batchtown, Golden Eagle and Deer Plain and up 
the Illinois to Hardin, Kampsville and Cliffdale, are 
marshaling forces to repulse any invasion of their 
fair territory. Leading the home guards is the edi- 
tor of the stanch Calhoun News, who, after remind: 
ing us that his county is noted for its “wonderfu] 
apples, rich scenery and pretty girls,” serves notice 
on the rest of the. world that Calhoun County is 
able to take care of its own affairs.

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The Insurance of Bank Deposits 


Public is not unreasonable in demanding protection of deposits, Indianapolis banker 
says; doubts insurance will burden banks unduly, or will encourage bad practices; 3 
denies measure discriminates against state banks, for solvent ones are included: 
real test, writer concludes, will be in effectiveness of governmental supervision. 


Evans Woollen in 


plan set up in the Banking Act of 1933 

is unreasonable and unjust, unreasonably 
demanded by the depositing public and un- 
justly exacting of the insured banks; that it 
puts a premium on bad banking and will 
result in the closing of many banks. 

Is the depositing public unreasonable in 
demanding the protection? Why should de- 
positors be protected by governmental in- 
strumentality any more than purchasers of 
merchandise? 

Government has assumed control of the 
whole process of deposit banking. It re- 
serves the right and assumes the duty to 
examine the bank periodically, to super- 
vise it generally and, when unsoundness 
develops, to close its doors. Under these 
circumstances, may not ordinary people, 
those apart from the few able to discrim- 
inate for themselves, reasonably assume 
that the bank whose doors:.government per- 
mits to remain open is sound? If so, is not 
the demand reasonable that government 
shall set up some instrumentality for mak- 
ing good this assumption? 

Is the plan unjustly exacting of the in- 
sured banks? Is it just for the well-man- 
aged bank to have to contribute to meet 
losses which would otherwise fall on de- 
positors in the mismanaged bank? Clearly 


| T is charged that the deposit insurance 


‘ it is not; but is not the injustice of the 


kind that is unavoidably present in any or- 
ganization of society? It is unjust that those 
who are law-abiding should be burdened by 
taxes for protection against those who are 
law-breaking. It is more unjust that the 
strong who could protect themselves against 
law-breaking should be taxed for the bene- 
fit of the weak who cannot protect them- 
selves. 


To be sure, it may be said that, by the 
analogy, the cost of protecting depositors 
should come from the general tax fund. Per- 
haps the answer is that, $150,000,000 having 
been taken initially from the general tax 
fund, the taking of the remainder from the 


‘insured banks, directly or through the Re- 


serve banks which they own, is justified by 
the fact that even the well-managed banks 
will gain something in the increased confi- 
dence of their depositors, and by the fact 
that the banks, on account of their contri- 
butions, will watch more critically the ad- 
ministration of the insurance. 

Will not the plan, by penalizing good 
banks for the benefit of depositors in bad 
banks, tend to stimulate bad banking and 
thus to impair our banking structure? 
There is something in the charge, but not 
as much as might be thought. The tenden- 
cy doubtless will be toward increased de- 
posits in weaker banks and in those un- 
worthily managed. Moreover, the worthy 
banker, relieved partially from anxiety 
about runs, will tend to maintain less liquid- 
ity. But, after all, the worthy banker’s ad- 
vantage, the legitimate advantage of every 
banker, will continue to depend on the 
maintenance, in self-interest, of his invest- 
ed capital unimpaired by losses. It is the 
depositor, not the banker, who is insured. 


There is, then likely to be only slight, 


if any, effect. from insurance on the con- 
duct of the worthy bankers’ business ex- 
cept in the matter of liquidity, and some- 
what less liquidity will be justified by the 


the Atlantic Monthly. 


insurance. As to the unworthy banker who 


seeks his advantage in speculation with his 
depositors’ money rather than in legitimate 
earnings on unimpaired invested capital, it 
must be admitted that there is a hazard in 
the insurance plan which can be met only 
by increased stringency in governmental su- 
pervision. 

Finally, it is charged that the plan will 
result in closing many of the excluded state 
banks, which will be at a disadvantage with 
the public in that their deposits are not in- 
sured. Against this it is recalled that all 
state banks, not members of the Federal 
Reserve System, are admissible to the in- 
surance until July 1, 1936, if found solvent 
on examination. : 

“Solvent” has been interpreted by the 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
Insurance Corporation as meaning, in this 
connection, ability ultimately, not immedi- 
ately, to pay all deposits, The test, in other 
words, is to be ciate not liquidity. Shall 
we not, then, say of ‘the charge now con- 
sidered, that keeping all banks open, good 
or bad, is no virtue, and that banks, state 
or national, which cannot stand the test of 
solvency had better be closed? 


But can effective governmental supervi- 
Sion be expected? Success for the insurance 
plan will depend largely on the rigor with 
which the insured banks are held up to 
standard. There is the crux of the whole 
matter, for if the banks are not held up to 
standard, the burden of contributions to the 
insurance fund may become intolerable and 
the national experiment may follow +the 
eight previous state experiments into col- 
lapse, 

That this’ rigorous governmental supervi- 
sion can be expected is, it must be admitted, 
at least doubtful, in view of the failure of 
supervision to prevent the closing of a third 
of our banks in recent years. This doubt 
suggests that by way of penalty, as it were, 
for the failure of government to do its part, 
it might be fair to provide for the replenish- 
ment of the insurance fund equally by the 
Federal Government and the insured banks, 
or, perhaps preferably, by the banks up to, 
say, % per cent of their deposits in any 
year, and thereafter by the Government. 

Thus, certainly by the second suggestion, 
would be met a cogent objection to the plan 
of the act—namely, that it lays on the banks 
an unlimited and unpredictable liability. 
This objection, if. not met, may indeed in- 
terfere with the attraction of capital to 
the banking business and possibly induce 
the withdrawal of strong banks from the 
Pederal Reserve System. 


But withal, even though the act be not 
so amended, doubt about the effectiveness 


of governmental supervision had probably 
better not lead us to advocate repeal, had 
better not hold us back from this experi- 
ment, since it has a purpose so worthy as 
the socializing of losses which would oth- 
— fall on blameless and helpiess peo-

r O the extent that the activities of the” 


Roosevelt administration have offered « 
field holiday for radical visionaries, the 
process of economic recovery has been im- 
peded. The loading up of Government de 
partments and special emergency adminis 
trations with impractical] theorists, who are 
hostile to the American system, has sp ead 
confusion, Accordingly, the high confidence 
of the spring and early summer has ebbed, 
The psychological assets which inhere in 
the willingness of -the commercial, indus 
trial and financial classes to co-operate have 
been dissipated. 

We appeal to President Roosevelt to act 
quickly to remedy this situation while there 
is yet time. Two steps are urgently needed. 
One is to clear the departments and emer- 
yency administrations promptly of the pro 
fessional business baiters, The second is the 
enunciation by the President of the doctrine 
that the making of a Utopia must be side- 
tracked until the country has convalesced 
from the scars of the depression. Until busi- 
ness volume and employment reach normal 
proportions, the long-term controversial 1s- 
sues must be held in abeyance. 

Such a fresh orientation would entail new 
emphasis on the economically sound, busi- 
ness-building steps in the Roosevelt pro 
gram, including bolstering up the purchas 
ing power. of farmers, stimulating the capital 
goods industry through acceleration of pub- 
lie works and through Government financial 
aid to private interests, mortgage relief to 
home owners, a managed currency along 


scientific lines and strengthening the foun- 


tains of credit. 

Such a clear definition of objectives would 
at the same time entail calling ff the radi- 
cal wolves in the Government service, whé 
have been rendering business men psycho 
logically impotent to aid in recovery becausé 
of insidious breaking down of the America® 
tradition.

PRESENTS “AIDA” 


Opera Well Received by Large 
Audience at American 
Theater.

HE San Carlo Opera Company 
T becan a week’s engagement at 

the American Theater last night 
with a presentation of Giuseppe 
Verdi’s “Aida.” <A large audience 
heard the opening performance, and 
from all outward signs seemed to be 
enjoying it hugely. AJl the prin- 
cipal performers were brought be- 
fore the curtain several times at 


the end of each act and such fa- 
miliar numbers as “Celeste Aida,” 


“Ritorna Vincitor’ and Aida’s 
nostalgic lament for her native 
land, all brought spontaneous 


bursts of applause that held up the 
action while the performers curt- 
sied and looked pleased. In short, 
it was a traditional operatic eve- 
ning on both sides of the foot- 
lights. 
The San Carlists have the ad- 
V e of long training and thor- 
ough familiarity with the music 
and the staging. This more than 
compensates for a deficiency in the 
more subtle virtues, for it means 
that everything comes off on 
schedule, and that there is a grati- 
fying precision of attack, release 
and ensemble singing. In addition 
to these virtues, last night’s cast 
was able to present a high level of 
vocal quality. The role of Rha- 
dames was sung by a young tenor 
with a fresh, supple and powerful 
voice and a good ear, named Aroldo 
Lindi. He shared the honors cf the 
evening with Chief Caupolican, the 
South American Indian who gave 
a traditionally virile performance, 
both vocally and dramatically, of 
Amonsasro, the Ethope chieftain. 
Harold Kravitt, in the role of Ram- 
fis the High Priest, disclosed an- 
other good baritone voice, and 
Bianca Saroya was quite adequate 
as Aida, even though there was a 
little too much breath in her voice 
for one sitting close to the stage. 
The musical direction was, as 
usual, in the hands of Maestro Carlo 
Peroni—a veteran of many cam- 
paigns, who is as familiar with 
music of the standard operas as he 
is with his inside pocket. Peroni 
conducted without benefit of score 
last night, and marshalled his 
choral and orchestral forces in such 
a way as to get a maximum ef- 
fectiveness at all times. Sometimes, 
when the singers were off-stage— 
as in the temple scene—there was 
some difficulty in keeping the in- 
visible ones on the pitch. But all 
those within the range of Peroni’s 
eye stood and delivered with accu- 
racy and gusto.

CELEBRATION AT ARENA 


Chorus of 600 and Group of 
3000 School Children Sing 
at Service.

More than 18,000 members of ti.e 
50 Lutheran churches in Greater 
St. Louis gathered at The Arena 
yesterday afternoon for a service 
commemorating the 450th anniver- 


sary of the birth of Martin Luther. 
It was a regular Lutheran ser- 


ven’s “The Heavens Are Declar- 
ing,” and of a group o f 3000 pa- 
rochial school children, who sang, 
“Lift the Gospel Banner High.” 
The entire gathering joined in the 
singing of Luther’s own hymn, “A 
Mighty Fortress Is Our God.” 
In thé sermon, delivered by Wal- 
ter Arthur Maier, professor of He- 
brew and Old Testament interpre- 
tation at Concordia Seminary, 
Luther was characterized as a 
“st--tling superman and _ super- 
genius, greater than any score of 
other luminaries in the galaxy . of 
human greatness.” 
After sketching the circumstances 
attending Luther’s birth to peasant 
parents at Eisleben, Germany, on 
Nov. 10, 1483, Dr. Maier, whose topic 
was “The Modern Significance of 
Luther.” spoke of Luther in bold 
phrases. Of Luther he said: 
“That he is the central figure of 
all modern history, the inaugurator 
of a new age of hope and promise 
for all men, the'restorer of funda- 
mental rights of men, the exponent 
of the principles underlying every 
‘new deal’ that the last centuries 
have brought, and the angel of. the 
apocalypse. 
“That the sklill of a gifted pen 
fails and the potency of the best- 
chosen words re-echoes in hollow 
emptiness in the attempt to do jus- 
tice to the astonishing versatility 
of this many-sided genius. We can 
measure the convulsive tremors of 
a quaking earth ... but the pro- 
found influence of Martin Luther 
cannot be fathomed: 
“That the world acclaims Luther 
as one of the most pre-eminent 
translators and linguists of all his- 
tory. 
“That eminent historians have 
openly avowed that if it were not 
for Luther the liberator, the Dec- 
laration of Independence and the 
Constitution of this. country would 
never have been framed, and if 
Luther’s principles were taken out 
of them there would be nothing 
left but tyranny, autocracy and 
feudalism. 
“In this day of adversity, when 
we have a surplus of ministerial 
candidates, deficitsin every church 
treasury, and much lukewarm feel- 
ing, we need to go back to Luther 
and be led by him along the path 
of prayer. If he were alive today 
he would say that we need, instead 
of a Blue Eagle, Jesus Christ, and 
instead of an NRA, an MRA—a 
moral reconstruction of America.” 


EDWARD DE COURCY LOGAN, 
NEWSPAPER MAN, DIES IN EAST 


Was City Editor of St. Louis Re- 
public and Later Connected 
With Times.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—Edward 
De Courcy Logan, 57 years old, as- 
sistant sports editor af the New 
York Herald-Tribune, died in a 
Brooklyn hospital yesterday of 
heart disease. He had been ill 
several months. Logan, a native 
of Cincinnati, was city editor of 
the St. Louis Republic 25 years ago.

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Question—Which are the better, 
high-cut or low-cut bowling shoes?

Answer—lI prefer the oxford, feel- 
ing that it gives a little extra flex- 
ibility to the ankle. And, too, the 
high shoes overheat my ankles, and 
when I later change to low shoes 
for the street, my ankles are un- 
comfortably chilly. 

Question—How far out édver the 
foul line should I deliver the ball? 
—C. R. ° 

Answer—It is better not to loft 
the ball. Just roll it onto the alley 
a few inches beyond the foul line. 
When you loft a ball it is harder 
to control than when you roll it. 

Question—What is meant by the 
term “body English?”—H. H. N. 

Answer—“Body english” isa slang 
phrase used to describe a bowler’s 
strenuous efforts to help a ball hit 
the pins, or sometimes to stop it 
going where it seems to be headed, 
none of which has ever accom- 
plished anything except exercise for 
the bowler. I might mention one 
exception. A couple of years ago

ed upon St. Louis County High 
Schools this fall has been passing 
of a ruling by the Athletic Board to 
determine the correct birth dates of 
participants in sports, according to 
a statement issued today by Miss 
Julia B. Griswold, secretary of the 
board. 

The decision of the board states: 

“For purposes of eligibility the 
birth date of a student is estab- 
lished first by a birth certificate, 
or if that is not obtainable, by the 
birthday recorded at the time of 
enroliment in school.” 

Joe Ward of Webster High, 
whose birth certificate could not 
be obtained, passed the 19-year-old 
age limit March 13, 1933, since it 
was established that Ward’s birth 
date was March 13, 1913, accord- 
ing to the records of the Bristol 
school in Webster, when Ward first 
entered, Sept. 8, 1919. Ward was 
barred from further play on the 


game Nov. 4. 

The decision also says: 

“In the case of Lilburn Ochs, a 
birth certificate was obtained es- 
tablishing the fact that his age 
had been misrepresented to the Uni- 
versity City school officials. In- 
somuch as the birth date which had 
previously been established as April 
24, 1913, was found correct, the 
football game with Ritenour in 
which he participated this fall was 
forfeited by University City.” 

George Martin, also of University 
City, was deprived of his record in 
the running broad jump when it 
was found that he has been ineligi- 
ble since Oct. 15, 1932. The rec- 
ord in the broad jump reverts to 
Robert Stewart, also of University 
City, who leaped 21 feet five inches 
in 1931. |

Among the few abstainers from 
voting was the former Kaiser, who 
@ould have come down from Doorn, 
Holland, if he had desired. Appar- 
ently he is determined to maintain 
his decision never to enter German 
territory until the people cafl him. 
At Potsdam the first voter was 
Prince Ejitel Friederich, who later 
was joined by his brother, August 
Wilhelm, and the former Crown 
Prince, with his family. 

Statement by Party. 

Nazi headquarters issued a state- 
ment calling the election a “mira- 
cle of Germany becoming one peo- 
ple,” and said: . 

“Nov. 12 will remain forever one 
of the greatest days of German his- 
tory. Far beyond the fondest hopes, 
the whole nation placed itself as 
one man behind its leader, thereby 
exhibiting to the world the miracle 
of a re-established unity in a close- 
knit commonwealth. 

“The election result shows indu- 
bitably that the Germon people are 
Socialist. The election 
shows the authority of the Govern- 
ment and democracy are not mu- 
tually exclusive but mutually inter- 
dependent. 

“In Germany the will of a united 
people is not the arbitrariness of 
force rule. The wrerman people on 
Nov. 12 solemnly indorsed a policy 
of peace, and also a policy of hon- 
or. The world will not be able to 
overlook this fact and must uraw 
the necessary conclusions.” 

Constitutional Changes. 

Hitler’s constitutional experts are 


-idrafting changes in the fundamen- 


tal law in order to carry out Nazi 
ideals. 

One of these is the division of 
the country into districts rather 
than states. Prussia’s predominat- 
ing pusition will pass, and power 
and authority will be centralized in 


the national Government. -- The 
states will no longer control their 
own police; a central police min- 
istry will see to the preservation of 
law and order. i | 

Another phase of German life 
which will be centralized and uni- 
fied is education and _ culture. 
Schools, high schools and universi- 
ty, now the concern of the separate 


states, will be centralized in. the 
Reich. 
The Administration of Justice 


and the courts likewise will revert 
to the control of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Those who know the mind of 
Hitler say that in the future there 
will not be one decorative head and 
one political head in the Govern- 
ment as now, but one single head, 
whose position will be analogous to 
that of the President of the United 
States. | 

Largest Reichstag in History. 

The Reichstag, when it meets in 
December, will have one member 
for every 60,000 votes cast yester- 
day. The membership wil’ be the 
largest in German history. The 
total will be 661. 

Although the new members of 
the Reichstag are “hand picked,” 
not quite all are actual members 
of the Nazi party. All have pro- 
fessed adherence to Hitler, how- 
ever, and the presence of the non- 
Nazis is not regarded as likely to 
lead to the introduction of any 
anti-Government proposa’’ in the 
Reichstag. 

A prohibition on political broad- 
caste by the German broadcasting 
system was ordered today by 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels. 

“The extracrdinary heavy use of 
the radio during the campaign,” 
Goebbels explained, “necessitated 
compensation for the subscribers.” 


Edwin Booth Anniversary. 

BELAIR, Md. Nov. 13.—-The 
100th anniversary of the birth of 
Fdwin Booth, the famous trage- 
dian, was observed simultaneously 
today here in Baltimore and in 
New York. The celebration cen- 
tered at Booth’s birthplace near 
here and later in the day in the 
Belair court-house, where the actor 
made one of his first public ap- 


pearances.

The Coccyx 

HE lower end of the spine ter- 
minates in a small number of 
vertebral remnants collectively 
called the coccyx. 
To the coccyx are attached by 
means of tendons numerous muscles 
formirig the bowl-like floor of the 
pelvis, 
The coccyx is likely to be injured 
by a variety of accidents, such, for 
example, as slipping on a loose mat 
and falling in the sitting position. 
Such an accident is likely to give 
rise to a clinical picture called coc- 
cydynia, a painful condition of the 
coccyx. 
The coccyx may also suffer in- 
jury during childbirth. The patient 
complains that he or she feels pain 
at the end of the spine when the 
body is maintained in certain posi- 
tions, 
The pain is felt usually when the 
patient is obliged to sit still for any 
length of time on a hard seat, and 
particularly when he is subjected 
to vibrations. : 

Occasionally, too, the patient com- 
plains that it is uncomfortable to 
lean back, and he prefers the bolt, 
upright position to the more re 
laxed posture. 
Walking upstairs, too, may be 
painful. Also, there may be pain 
when the patient rises from a stoop- 
ing position to that of standing.

able to that in which smallpox and 
typhoid fever are prevented, for in 
these diseases we have vaccines and 
anti-toxins with which to build up 
immunity. 

Cancer prevention follows differ- 
ent lines. 

It is well known that cancer may 
follow long-continued irritation. 
The irritant may be of a chemical 
or mechanical nature, as in the case 
of coal tar or the irritation of the 
tongue caused by a jagged tooth. 

Hence, the avoidance of frrite- 
tion by chemical or mechanical 
agents in different parts of the 
body and the early medical and 
surgical attention to parts which 
have become irritated serves as 
cancer prevention. 

This is particularly true of the 
so-called external cancers. 

Cancer of the tongue and mucous 
membranes of the mouth is per- 
haps one of the best examples of 
cancer due to irritation. The chief 


sources of irritation are bad teeth 
the excessive use of cigarettes, ci- 
gars or pipes, and syphilis. 

These irritants cause spots, ul- 
cerations and ultimately thickening 
of the parts affected. 

Subsequently, the nearby cells be- 
gin to undergo an abnormal!) growth, 
giving rise to cancer. 

When the irritated part is ulcer. 
ated or thickened, it is in the pre- 
cancerous stage. If the confition 
is treated promptly, cancer can be 
avoided. * 

Cancer prevention requires alert- 
ness on the individual’s part and 
a willingness to consult a physician 
as soon as any abnormality is de- 
tected. 

This alertness does not imply an 
hysterica) attitude. On the con- 
trary, the individual need only be 
motivated by the conviction that 
cancer can be prevented, ahd that 
its most effective prevention is 
achieved while the tissues are still 


in a pre-cancerous stage.
